< The Board of Supervisors approved the Tenant-Landlord Bylaws at the 1/28/08 meeting.

Deputy Chief David McKernan and Deputy County Executive, Rob Stalzer of the Fairfax
County Enhanced Code Enforcement Strike Team will be our guest at the March 20, 2008,
meeting. They will provide an update regarding current investigations and enforcement
actions throughout the county.

Branch Chief Jones informed that the Tenant-Landlord brochure is under review by Director
Liberman. Once finalized and approved, it will be available on the Web site and will be
translated into Spanish.

Commission Matters

3. Leaqislative News

- HB 720 discussed. This bill contains technical amendments, expands the definition
of "written notice" and adds a definition of "application fee," which caps the fee at
$50, an increase from $32. This increase does not apply to dwelling units not subject
to HUD regulations. Staff comments regarding this bill were discussed.

< Liaison Johnson suggested that Commissioners begin thinking of possible tenant-
landlord initiatives for the upcoming 2009legislative session.
